Whereas a Convention for the Suspension 
of Hostilities between His Majesty änd the 

Kinsdom of A'rance, was signed at Paris on 

the Twentr-tbird Day of April last, by the 

Plenipotentiary of His Majesty and the Pleni- 

potentiary of His Royal Highuoss Mousieur, 

Brother of the Most Christian King, Lieu- 

tenaut Seneralof the Kingdon of HFrance: 

And whereas far the puttiug an End to the 

Calamities of War, as soon and as far as may be 

possible; It hath been agreed between His 

„Majesty and His Most Christian Majesty, 
as follows: thatistosay, That as soon as 
the Convention shail be signed and ratibed, 

Friendship should be established between &lis 

Majesty and the Kingdom of france by Sea 

‘and Land in alt Parts of the World: And in 

erder to prevent all Causes of Compleint and 

Dispute which might arise with respect to 

Prizes that might be made at Sea after the Sig. 

nature of the ssid Convention; Ät has also 

been reciprocaliy agreed, Thatthe Vessels 
and Effects wrich might betaken in the English 

Channel and in the North Seas, after the 

Space of Twelve Days, to be reckoned from 

the Exchange of the Ratifications of the said 

Couventien, should be restored on both Sides ; 

That the Terim should be One Month within 

the British Channel aud North Seas to the 

Cunary Islands and to the Equator, and Five 

Months in every otker Part of the World, with. 

Out any Exception or other particular Distinc. 

tion of Time or of Place: 

Ratifications of the said Convention were ex. 

changed by the respective Plenipotentiaries 

above mentioncd on the Third Day of this 
instant May, from which Day the several 

Teros above mentioned,.of Twelve Days, of 

One Month, and Five Months, are to be 

Computed: Now, in order that the several 

Epochs fixed as aforesaid between His Ma. 

Jesty and His Most Christian Majesty should 

be generally known and observed, We have 

thought ft, in the Name and on the Behalf of 

His Majesty, and by and with the Advice of 

Bis Majesty's Privy Couudil, to notify the 

Bame to His Majesty's loving Subjects; And 

We do herchy, in the Name and on the 

Behalf of Wis Majesty, strictly charge and 

Command all His Majesty's Officers, both at 

Sea aud Land, and asl other His Majesty’s 

Subjects whatsocver, that they forbear all 


Actsof Hostility, either by Sea or Land, 


Against the Kingdom of France, Her Allics, 
Her Vassals, or Subjects, under the Penalty 
of incurriag His Mojesty’s highest Displeasure, 

Given at thg Court at Carlton House, the 
Sixth Day of May, in the Fifty-fourth Year 
of His Majesty's Reigu, and in the Year of 
Our Lord One thousand eight-hundred and

The Peace was yesterday annonneed 
tbe Inhabitants of Paris. 
_ The Marquis of Dreux-Berzé, Grand 
Master of the ceremonies of Franc, gave 
orders, în presence of the Munivipai Hody, 
to the Herald representing the Kmg at 
Arms or France to proclaim it, 

The cavalcude was formed in the sqnare 
ofthe Hotel de Viie, wirence it set out in 
the following order s—

The Baron de Chabrol, Prefect of the Department 
of the Seine, followed by the secretary General of the 
Prafagture, the Mayors and Ailjuncts of the city of Par 
ris, the Members of the General and Municì pal (oun- 
cils, the Comreissaries of Policeand River Eusec oss 
fc. The wholz was closed by a detachment of the aa- 
tional guards. 


The cavalcade proceeded successively 
to the Place de Cerousel, the Pace ca Pae 
lais Bourbon, the Place du Palais Luxzem- 
burg, te Place Maubert, the Place de la 
Bastille, the Gate St. Denis, the Piace Ven- 
dome, and lastly, returned to the Piace of 
the Hotel de Vilie. 

At each of these stations, the Hersid ve 
presenting the Küiw at Arms of France 
made the foilawing Proclanntion :

TREATY of PLACE, 
IN THE NAME OF ZE MOST KOLY AND UNDIVIDEL 
TRINLTY. 


Mis Majesty the kins of France and 
Navarre on the one pari and his Majesty 
the Emperor of Austria, King of Hun- 
gary aud Bohemia, and his Allies on the 
other being animated by an equal wish to 
put anend to the longagitations of Îlurope, 
and to the calamities of nations, by a solid 
peace, founded on a just distribution of 
torce between the Powers, amd containing 
in its stipelations the guarantee of its due 
ration; and his Majesty the Emperor of 
Austria, King of fluugary and Bohemia, 
and his Allies, no longer wishing to exact 
from Frauce, at the present moment, when 
being replaced ander the paternal goverue 
mentof her Kings, shethus offers to urope 
a pledge ol sceurity and stability, comti 
tions and guarantees which they bed to de- 


‚mand with regret under her late govern.

Plenipotenttaries to discuss, coucinde, and

amd for Foreign Aiiairs, of his Lmperial, 
Royal, and A postelic Maiesty ; and Couut 
Jeha Philippe de Stadion T'hanvhausen 
and Warthausen, Knight of the Golden 
Fleece, Grand Cross of the Order of St, 
Stephen, Kuight of the Russian Orders of 
St, Andrew, St. Alexander Neusky, and 
St Ann ot the First Class, Grand Cross 
of the Prussian Orders of the Black and 
Red Eagle, Chamberlain, Privy Coun» 
cillor, Minister of Sialte and Contercuces 
to his Imperial, Royal, and Apostolic 
Majesty ; who after exchanging their full 
powers, found to be in good and due term, 
have agreed upon the following Ar- 
ticless— 


Article 1. There shall be, reckòning from thîs 
date, peace and friendship between his Majesty 
the King of France and Navarre, on the one part, 
and his Majesty the Emperor of Austria, King of 
Mungary aut Bukemia, and.his Allies, on the other 
par’, their heirs and successors, them respective 
Siates and subjects in perpetuity. 

The high contracting parties shall apply all their 
carès to maintain, not onls between theinselves, but 
alsn ac far as depends on them between all tùe States 
of Furope, the geod agreemeut and understanding so 
gevessary 10 its TEDOSP, 

Art. Il. The Kingdom of France preserves the 
integri'y of its limits such as they existed at the 
perioë of (ne Ist of Jan. 1792, Et shall receive besides 
an augmentation of territory compiised within the 
tine of Gemarkartion fxed by the following article …— 

Articte Ut. On the side of Belgium, Germany, and 
Ttaiv, the ancient frontier, such az it existed on the Ist 
Jar. 79e, schak: be re-establisned, the same commen- 
cinr from ‘he North Sea, between Dunkrik and Niew- 
pest, even anto the Mediterranean between Cagues and 
Nice, with the following rec ificatioas :— î 

bh. En the Denertmen! of Jemappes, the Cantons of 
Dont, Merhes Pietear, Besnmeut and Chiniay, shuil 
remain to Frances (he Lise of demarkution, where it 
touekes the Cantnef Dour, stall pass between that 
Canton and those of Brussu and Paturage, as well us, 
farther on, between that of Morbes-le-Chateau, and 
thuse of Binch ond Thein. 

2. In the department of the Sambre and Meuse, the 
cantons of Valcourt, Florennes, Beauraing and Ge- 
Crme, shall belong tò Frances tre demarkation, upon 
redching this tepartment, shall follow the line which 
separates the fore-mentioned cantons, from the de- 
partmeunt of Jemappes, and frem the rest of that of 
the “amtre ond Meuse. n 

3. fo the department of the Moselle, $he new de- 
markation where it ditters from the old, shall be form- 
el hy a line to be drawn from Perle as far as Fremers- 
dsef, ov by ‘hat which separates the cantun of Theley 
From the rest of the department of the Moselle. 

4. En the department of the Sarre, the cantons of 
Saarbreck and Arnwal, shail remain to France, as well 
as «ha: part «ef (he canton of Lebach which is siu: 
to 1e south of a Hine to be drawn along the eeutnes of 
the villages of Herchenbach, Vebechosen, tistrach, 
and thall euvinx these different plices, without the 
Freuch Frontier) to the point were, : 
selle, ‚wise bek ngs to France; the Hi zepa. 
rates the cantons of Arowolaent Goiwener, rauêigg That 
whiek cepavates those of Arnwat «nd Lebeechs te 
Frontier ou Örin side saall be formed ly the tine above 
marked out, end then bv that which separatcs lie Cane 
ton ot Arnecel frons test ol Bliescustel. 
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su having prier to in gear 
len insuated peint iu Germans, France 
geente tier Frontiers a part of the departmenis 
of Aen  Fonsrerre aud the Lower Rhine, in order to 
join tee Fortress of Landen and its distriet to the rest 
of the Kingdom, The new demarkation prooeeding 
from the point where, at Ohersteinbach (which 
remains without tbe French frontier), the fran- 
tier enters the department ef the Moselle, and that of 
Mant Tonnerre, joins the department of the Lower 
Rhine, shall fotlow the line which separates thecan. 
tans of Weissenburg an Bergzabern (vn the side of 
France) from the cantons of Pirmasens, Dalu, end 
Anweiter, (on the side of Germany) to the point where 
these limits, near the village of Wohnersheim, touch 
the ancient district of tage Fortress of bendau. Of tis 
district, which. remains as it was in 1792, the new 
Srontier shall follow the arm of the river Queich, 
which, in leaving this district near Qucichheim (which 
rests with France), passes near the villages of Merlen- 
heiar, Kailteisheiin, and Belheim (also remaining 
French), to the Rhine, which thence continues the 
boundary between France and Germany. As to the 
Rhine, the Pbalvez, or cotivee of the river, sball form 
the boundary; Ure changes, however, wlich may oc- 
cur in the ceurse of the river, shall have no efiecr on 
the property of the isles which are found there, The 
pessession of these Isles shalt be replaced under the 
same form is at the periosl of the treaty of Luneville. 

8. In she department of the Doubs, the frontiers 
shalt he deawa so as do conmnence above La Rancon- 
niere, zer The Faell, sed follow she erest of the Jura 
between Verdeawt Pegaisnet and the village of Fonte- 
nelles, so far as that summit of the Jura which lies 
about seven cr etehr miles te the north-west of the 
viliage ofda Bresine, where it wilì turn back within 
the ancient Hoti's as France.

:. In the depactieenr of the Leman, the frontiers 
between tbe French territory, the Pais de Vaud, and 
the different portions of the territory of Geneva, (which 
shall maske + part of Switzerland) remain as they were 
before the incorporation of Geneva with France. 
But the Canton af Frangy, that of St. Julien (with 
exception of that part lvinz to the nortl of a line to be 
drawn from the point schere the river of Ta Laire en- 
ters near Cbancev into the Genevese territory, along 
the borders of Sesseguin, Lacvnex, and Seseneuve, 
which shal! remain without the limits of Franve), the 
cantan of Regnser (with exception of that portion 















which lies eastwa:d of a line fotlowing the borders of: 


the Muraz, Bussy, Pers, and Cornier, whickt shalt he 
without the French limits), amt the Canton of La 
Roache (with exception of te places named La Roche 
and Armanay with their districts) shallrest with 
France. The frontier shall follow the !imits of those 
different cantons and the lines separating those portious 
which France retains from those which she gives up. 
8. In the departmeni of Mont Blanc, France shall 
obtaia the Subpretecture of Chamhery, (wii eacepe 











tion of the cantons de Y’ Hospital, St. Pierre d'Abigny, 
La Rocette and Montinclian,) the Subprefecture o£ 
Annecy, with exception of hét purt of the canton of 
Faverges, situated to the East ofatine assing bee 
tween Ourechaise and Martens on the French side, aad 
Marthod and Ugivn on the opposite side, amt which 
then follows the crest of the mountains to the frontier 
of the canton of Tiioness) This line, wirh the limits 
of the afore-uamed cantons shall constitute the new 
frontier on ‘his sìde. 

Oa the side of the Pyrennees, the frontiers remain 
as they were, between the two kingdoms of France and 
Spaiu, on the Ist of January, 1192. There shall be ap- 
pointed on the part of both, a mutual Comnzission to 
arrange their final demarcation. 

France renounces all claims of sovereignty, ste 
premacy, and possessicn overall countries, districts, 
towns and places whatsoever, situated without the 
above stated frontier. The principatity of Monaco 
is replaced in the same situation as on the Ist of Jae 
nuary, 1792. 

The Allied Courts assure to France the possesstong 
of the principality of Avignon, the Venaissin, the 
country of Montbeliard, and all the inclosed districts 
once belonging to Germany, comprised within the 
above indicated frontier, which had been incorpo:ated 
with France before or after the Ist of Jansary. 1792. 

The Powers preserve mutually the fult right to 
fortify whatever point of their States they may judze 
fitting for their safety. 

To avoid all injury to private property, and to 
protect on the most hiberal principles the possessiang 
of individuals domiciliated on the frontiers, there shall 
be pamed by each of the States adjoining to France, 
Commissioners, to proceed joiatly with French Come 
utssioners, to the demarcation of their respective 
bourdaries. Sosoonas tbe office of inese Commise 
stoners shall be completed, instruments shell he 
drawn up, signed by them, and posts ervcted to mark 
the matuat limits, Ni 

Art. LV. Fo secure the communicattans of the town 
of Gereva with the other par*s of the Swiss terrisory 
on the Lake, Fragce consen's, that the roëds hyp 
Versay shall be common to the two countries. The 
respes'ive Governments will bave an amicable uns 
derstunding on fhe means of preventing smuggling, 
the recuiation of the posts, and the maintenance 0£ 
the road. 

Art. V. The navigation of tke Rhine, from the 
point where it becomes navigatie to the sea and back, 
shall he free, so as to be interdieted to no persoa. 
Principtes shal} be laid down at a futere Congress, 
for the eoltection of tke duties hy the States on the 
Banks, in the maaner most equal and favourabie to 
the commerce of elk nations. 

tt shall he also eugtuired and ascertained at the 
same tongress, in what mode, for the purjio:es of 
more facile communication, and rendering nations 
continually less strangers to eath pther, this dise 
Wesition may be extended to all rivers that in their 
navigable course separate or traverse different States. 

Art. VL Hollead, placed under the sovereiguiy 
of the Meuse of Orange, shall receive an incicuse 
of territory. Fhe title, aat the exercise of its 
savereienty, caanst, under any circumstance, belong 
to a Prince wearieg or designstel to wear a foreign 
Crow. 

The German States shall be independent, and uuited 
by a federative league, 

In:tepen.tent Switzerland shall continuc wtoder its 
own Government. Ktaly, without the limits of the 
ecuntries which shall return to Austria, shal} be 
composed of Sovereign Stâtes. 

Art. VEL The Ísland of Malta and its denendez- 
cies shall belong, in Full possession and sovereignty, 
to his Rreitarnie Majesty. 

Art. WEIJ, tis Beirennie Majesty, stiputating for 
himself and his Allies, engzzes to restore to bis Most 
Christian Matesty, within viots afterwards to he 
Axel, the Colontes, Fisheries, Factories, and Eze 
taniishments of every kins which France possessed 
on the Íst of Jannery, 1102, in the seax or on tke 
cor tinents ef America, Africa, and Asia, with tbe 
ERGEPLION, UeVE s the islands of Tobego, 
St. Lucia, end 1: le of Prance and its dependene 
cies, namele Rodrisve ant ihe sechelles, all which 
his Mast Christian Majesty cedes tn full property and 
sovereignty to his Brrannie Mujestyy ad alen that 
part of St, Domingo ceded to France, by the Peace 
of Basle, and which his Most Christian Majesty res 
troceres to his Catholic Majesty, in fault property 
and sovereignty. 

„Aru EX. zis Majesty the King af Sweden and 
Norway, in consequence of arrangements entere:l into 
with his allier, and for the execution of the pree 
ceding Article, consents that the island of Guatta- 
leupe be restored to bis Most Christian Maje-ty, and 
cees all tbe rights which he wight have to that 
island, 

Art. X, Mis most Faithful Majesty. in consc- 
sjrence of arrangements entered into with his Aliies, 
engages to restore to hie Most Christian Majesty, 
within u period bereafter fixed, French Guyana, such 
asit was on the Est Jan, 1702. 











The efect of the ahave stigulation heinz to rea 
vivre the dispute existing at thet period as to barits, 
itis agreed that the said dispute shouid be termie 


vate} by an amicable arranzement, under the mee 
ditation of his Britannie Mojesty. 

Art. XI, Tie fortresses and forts existing in the 
colnnies to be restored to his most Christian Mae 
desiy, in virtue of Articles Viil. EX. and X. shall 
be ziven up in the'state in which they chall be at 
the Ume of the signature of the present treaty. 

Art, XIE. Wis Britannic Majesty engages to cause the 
subjects of his Most Christian Majesty to enjoy, in regard 
to commerce and the security of their persous and 
properties, within the limiis af fhe British sovee 
reignty on the continent of India, the same facilities, 
privileges, and protection, which are et present grante 
ed to the most favonred nations. On his side, his 
Mast Christian Majesty having nothing moreat heart 
than the perpetuity of the peace between the ‘wo 
Crowns of France and Eggland, and wishing to cons 
tribute, as much as in hin kies, to reraove hence a fore 
ward such poiats of contract between the two nations 
as might one day alter a good mutual understanding, 
engages not to erect any work «of fortication in the 
establishments to be restored to him, ant which are 


situated within the limits af British sovereignty on 


the Continent of Kadia, and to place in these estate 
lishments onty the number of troops necessary for the 
maistenaace of the police, 


Art, XIIE. As to the French right of Gshery on 
the grand hank of Newfoundland, on the coast of the 
isle of that name and the adjacent isles, and in the 
Gulph of St. Lawrence, every thing shall be restored 
to the same footins as in 1792, 


Art XIV. The colonies, factories, and establish- 
ments t… he res:ored to his mosr Christian Majesty by 
his Britangic Majesty or his Ailies shali be given ups 
viz, those in the seas of the Nortin, or ‘n 'he seas and 
on the Continents of America aud Africa, within three 
months, and those beyond the Cape of Goud (lope 
withìn six months after the ratiGcation of the presen!
